We are- now in a position to furnish 
our rentiers with an outline sketch of the 
careers o£ Brigadier ami Mrs. Toiler. 

Our Comrade was born iu the North 
cf Scotland a little <m>r thirly-f our years 
ago, and when ho was only thirteen yeare 
i-x ago way led to Christ in a Salvation 
Army meeting. Four years Inter he was 
led to oiler himself for service in The 
Salvation Army. 

Into the Work. 

At that timo Colonel (now Commis- 
sioner) Hoes had charge nf (he work in 
Scotland, and shortly nfter young Potter 
hail written to the Ilendijunrters the 
Colonel visited the homo Corps and sent 
l'"r him, that he might judge of his fit- 
ness for work in The Army. At the end 
v( the interview he was told to report to 
Hie Colonel's headquarters in Crlnsgow, 
w here lie would be put to work in a eleri.

After a sevea weeks* trip, touching at 
many ports, and fraught with much af 
interest, the party arrived safely at its 
destination. Arriving at Yokohama, they 
entered at once upon the work in hand in 
desperate earnestness. Pirst of all they 
adopted the costume of the Japanese, 
very much to the delight of the native 
And not only were the costumes, but also 
the customs, of the people adhered to as 
closely as possible. As far as they were 
able they determined to be "Japanese to 
the Japs.

What William Buoth must have been 
twenty or thirty years ago, before the

"ago cannot wither nor eustoia stale 
tho infinite variety" of this truly good 
and forceful man.

acter by The Salvation Army, no words, 
however eloquently spoken, can ade- 
quately pay tribute to General William 
Booth, the one lnnn who is rcsponsiblo 
for the bringing about or aceomplish- 
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muii good to poor human-

The statistical figures of The Salva- 
tion Army are iniigiiitudiiinl, monument- 
al and staggering. But no muu save 
General Vs'ooth himself can appreciate 
the amount of ridicule, animosity, pre- 
judice and hcartaelic which William 
liooth had to endure before these Col- 
ossus-like stutistics became an actuality. 

It is easy enough to print in cold type 
the statistical figures of The Salvation 
Army; it is also easy enough for the 
render, who perhaps had no part iu 
creating those figures, to read and to 
glibly quote them.

BROWING CANADA. 

Affording to the Immigration re- 
turns, immigrants continue to be 
■'pumped" into Canada at a merry 
rate; for during the first ten months 
of the current year, eliding October 
Bls^, the total immigration to Can- 
ad:; was over 254,077. an Increase of 
nearly thirty per cent, for the cor- 
responding period of last year. The 
increase is made up largely in immi- 
gration from Great Britain, which is 
over forty per cent, larger than last 
year. If the rate of increase in immi- 
gration — maintained so far this year 
i — is kept up until the end of Decem- 
ber the total for the whole year will 
jbe about 288,000, or nine times the 
total annual Immigration of six years 
Ego. We have heard It said that the 
cry "no British need apply," is uttered 
Jjy employers, but at this rate of in- 
crease the Canadian-born will soon 
fcecome a negligible quantity, the 
Britisher will rule the roost. We, 
however, cancoL think that there is 
any antipathy to the native of the Old 
Country, and hall the increase in the 
population that is destined to make 
Canada one of the foremost nations 
Of the earth.

"To the front, the cry is ringing," 
rang out the stentorian tones of 
Colonel Sowton, as he lined out the 
openlug song. The Band struck up 
the tune in a lively and spirited 
fashion, and the congregation were 
soon Joining heartily in the service. 

After Staff-Capt. Miller had Invoked 

God's blessing, the Colonel briefly an- 
nounced the purpose of the meeting, 
aDd read a striking incident from the 
life of Crtleb, drawing some slmlli- 
tndes from that grand Bible charac- 
ter to our departing comrades. Said 
the Colonel:

Department. We feel that when one 
has spent all these years In one 
country like our comrades havo, they 
will leave many behind who have 
loved, respected them, and rend- 
ered them assistance, and they will 
surely feel the loss very keenly. ]t 
has never fallen to my lot to work for 
God so long in any one country, but I 
have travelled about a great deal. So 
I think that Brigadier and Mrs. South- 
all's having been prlvlleg deot work 
for so long a period in one country Is 
a mark of the appreciation in which 
their services have been held." The 
Colonel then read the following letter 
from the Commissioner: 

On Tour, 27th Kov. 1907. 
Dear Comrades and Friends; — 1 am 
sorry not to be with you to-night to 
join In wishing God-speed to my dear 
Officers, Brigadier and Mrs. Southall. 
I must, therefore, send a message of 
God-speed, and nsk you to put the 



prcper emphasis upon it by a rousine 
volley. 

Both the Brigadier and his dear 
wife have been nssoclated with me 
since my earliest days in Canada, and 
as Tar as 1 know, there has never 
been a barrier of any sort between 
us, so you can easily imagine how 
deeply I would feel their going away, 
were it not for two or three conslfl!

Worse than this persecution, how- 
ever, were the succeeding days of 
cold indifference, when no one paid 
any attention to them or their work.

Commissioner Coombs attributed 
part of the success that The Army 
had met with to the fact that they

From the Atlantic to the 
Pacific have the Brigadier uiid f lru.v» 
elled, being connected with ail 
branches of Army work." Many mem- 
ories oi bygone days are brought to 
my mind to-night. Especially do I 
recollect the time when I laid a brick 
on the front of this building, and 
proudly placed $20.00 on it, which was 
the offering from my little Corps. 
Possible this is the last public meet- 
ing in Canada that I shall ever attend. 
1 am sure we shall have the prayers 
and Eynipathy of our many friends 
throughout the Dominion. Judging 
from tho many letters we have re- 
ceived from those who have been 
blessed through our labours whilst in 
this country, 1 am sure that it has 
been worth while doing God's will. 
When my mother lay on her death- 
bed, she looked up into my face and 
said, 'My dear, tell tliein it is worth 
while serving God. H Is well worth 
having fought the fight,' and as if 
summoning all her waning strength, 
she breathed out, 'T)o "Somcthlac for 
somebody and help them.' That 
mother helped niw to ue where. 3 am 
to-night. I have got to do the same 
for somebody else, and only that 
which is done lor eternity will stand. 
Ask this precious Jesus about it." 

She then bade the people farewell, 
and exhorted them to serve God ami 
meet her around His throne in 
heaven. 

After referring to the many kind 
speeches made during the evening, 
the Brigadier said : 

"Wbon we think or the testimony 
and declaration contained in the Com- 
missioner's letter, that In bJa judg- 



ment and estimation we have made 
things a success, and have heen able 
to accomplish a few things for God, 
we must say that it has been by His 
power. The things that have been 
said tonight will surely come to us 
in days to come, as joyous memories. 
When clouds gather we shall hear 
the voices of our comrades encourag- 
ing us to be faithful while the dark- 
ness lasts, knowing that tbe light will 
soon come. In this farewell there 
have been many things which are 
very trying to us, and onr feelings are 
mixed you may be sure, fur the 
wrench of parting is grent. Perhaps 
we shall never see each other again, 
but we bope to meet you on the Golden 
Shore. When 1 first came to Canada 
I found the Headquarters in a little 
store on Queen Street. Toronto. 
Soon after, however. 1 had the joy ol 
seeing the Temple erected, wliidi at 
that time was one of the biggest 
buildings in the city Other pin res 
were then opened, and well do 1 re- 
member the Siege of Quebec, and the 
storming of Montreal and the pioneer- 
ing of the West. Being sent down to 
the Maritime Provinces, 1 had a few 
months of very rough experience. It 
was r.o uncommon thing for me to 
have to sleep in freisht cars or rail- 
way waiting rooms, and 1 often won- 
dered where the next meal was to 
come from. Salvationists were al- 
most afraid to walk down the street 
in those days for fear of being mal- 
treated at the hands of the people. 
It was not long, however, berorc. a 
glorious revival started, and The Sal- 
vation Army swept over Canada like 
a prairie fire, and some of the worst 
drunkards and bad characters were 
converted." 

The Brigadier also related how he 
had managed to secure to himself one 
of the fairest of Canada's fair daugh- 

the support and strength that Mrs. 
Southnll had heen to him during their 
married life. 

"Another epoch in my life is about 
to close, another chapter has been 
written in that Book, wherein is re- 
corded all tho happenings of men's 
livES," said the Brigadisr, and then 
uttered the last good-bye and re- 
sumed his seat.

«uriou3 mechanism, this new ear, with 
its four wheels set in line, bicycle fash- 
ion, running steadily along; but, strang- 
est of all, it sectr.s when it stands poised 
and perfectly still on its tight rone. Tho 
fc.xrda.uat ion of these remarkable phe- 
nomena ia to be found in two e^or whirl- 
ing wheels which are, on either side of 
the centre of the car. They revolve iu 
opposite directions, each propelled by an 
electric motor, and arc commonly termed 

: gyroscopes. 
'An Ideal Mode of Travel. 

The inventor of this vehicle is named 
Louis Brcnnan, ami the "gyro-car," an 
he terms it, is the fulfilment of a life- 

t long dream. He early saw that the pros- 

rent system of railroads could not satisfy 
the needs and desires of our advancing 
.Eivilizatinn, ami decided that the trouble 
.with them lay in the practical impossi- 

|3biUty of making cars rnn smoothly on 

"two rails. " One wears more than tho 
■other; o.ne sags more; one spreads a lil- 
tfcs iu. t\:& other a little out, with the re-

. Hie Gyroscope. 

"~~ After experimenting with tops fur a 
while?. Air. Brcnnan turned liis attention 
tc the; gyroscope. This is sitnp'y a melal 
wheel, delicately poised within two mefnl 

-jjngs, so placed that the wheel is free to 
turn in any direction as it spinri. Ho 
fou'u'u that if lie Used a gyroscope in a, 
liquaro metal frame, like a small picture 
frame, ami set. the wheel turning in the 
plane of tiiis jr.-.""., the gyroscope per- 
sist™. v would hold .'-...frame rigidly 
upright, although with the wheel at icst 
the frame would bo quite unstable, cud 

'fall at oueo to ene side or the other. He 
also found that llic frame wouM-Tonmiu 
Btcadily upright, even when testing oa 
two legs filed to points as hue as needle-:; 

■ and if for such pointed legs there were 
substituted twu small wheels, placed luu- 
'dem, then still the gyroscope would hold 
the frame upright, even if it were rolled 
bfiffwa™ or foruaid. This was the 
*jjn of the invention. A whirling bal- 
Je wheel would hold his little car per- 
ftly upright, so long as the car moved 
Straight away exactly in tho plane of 

She revolution of the wheel. 
Serious Difficulties. 

A difficulty appeared nt tho first ex- 
periment. The ear balanced perfectly, 
moving on a, straight track, but i: jumped 
the track at the first curve. The problem 
Of the curve. was a matter of t-welvo 
years' persistent study. A flash of in- 
spiration come lo hini iu 1903. One day, 



whilst iu 'lie South of France, lie bought 
a cheap gyroscope from a peddler, and 
with this poor apparatus he cime all at- 
once to the solution uf the first step in- 
his problem. Uy making tho action of 
his revolving balance wheel similar to 
that of the top. he overcame the familiar 
law of centrifugal force which tends to 
pull all railroad trains off the track a; 
curves. 

A greater problem remained, and that 
was to keep the balance-wheel itself from 
throwing the en over on iis side. This 
was overcome by using two wheels, each 
revolving iu the opposite direction. The 
tendency of one wheel to turn over at a 
curve exactly counterbalance! that- of 
the other to turn over iu the opposi;,- 
direction. 

A Description of the Model Car. 

The car would now move or stand still 
upun a single rail under all conditions. 
The two balance-wheels held it upright 
on a straight track; on the curves eacli 
neutralized the side pull of the otlu-r. At 
last, alter twelve years of groping and 
Malting and fighting, the gyro-ear, on iw 
mono rail, had been born into the world. 

Tho model gyro-car is described as 
being about five feet long and a foot and 
a half wide, pointed at the two ends like 
a torpedo and resting on two trucks foro 
and aft. At n test given at the inven- 
tor's home the cur went across se\cnty 
feet of wire rope stretched over a minia- 
ture valley, with uo wavering and no 
lipping. This is soinc-thing never before

scon in the world — .1 mass of dead matter 
balancing itself unaided on a wire. 
Some Wonderful Feats. 

The car performed wonderful feals of 
balancing, withstanding heavy shocks and 
sudden removals of weight from one side 
to the other with perfect ease. It also 
climbed difficult- gunks of one in fire; 
it ran along the side of a sleep hill on a 
track laid over driven piles; it patiently 
.in,! acenratelv followed all manner of 
turns ami curves; it sleod still obcd'oiilly 
at any point and allowed iis heavy load 
to be shifted as desired. In sliorl, it did 
mure tricks in ndvaiiTd railroading than 
any Iraia in the world ever dreamed of, 
or than any railroad manager would be- 
lieve, possible unless he knew about theso 
lironn.iu miracles. 

The inventor states that in a full-sized 
ear the gyroscope wheels will turn about 
three thousand times a minute, and that ■ 
^the size of the car will be about two 
hundred feet by thirty-five feet. He ex- 
pects to be able to balance five or six of 
these cars, each weighing a hundred tons,
